: It Made Votes. 

The better element in attendance at the 
meeting, although to a man _ republican, 
was so incensed at the outrageous recep- 
tion given the chief executive of the state 
that many of them €Calied on him, after 
adjourned, to tell him 
that they intended to rebuke the pottery 
bosses by voting the straight democratic 
ticket. It is probable that the East Liver- 
pool meeting will make Campbell hundreds 
of votes in that region of the state. 

Tonight’s Demonstration. 

Great preparations are being made here 
for the demonstration tomorrow night, 
which, it is expected, will eclipse any po- 
litical meeting that has been held here in 
fifieen years. Judge Crisp will be the ora- 
tor of the evening. He passed through 
here today on his way to Coshocton, where 
he spoke. this afternoon. He is in good 
form, and makes a magnificent impres- 
sion wherever he goes. His _ presence 
in the state will probabiy materially 
aid him in his  speakership  can- 
yass. Although Mr. Mills had been here 
before him, the Texan did not make any 
yotes in the delegation. Tom Johnson and 
Mike Harter gre the only men who will vote 
for him.

As soon as Judge Crisp closes here next 
Tuesday, he will go d.rect to New York.

From there 
the judge will probably go to Massachusetts, 
and make a speech for Russell.

16th instant. The investigation showed 
that a petty officer, Charles Reggan, 
While riding in @ street car, was assailed, 
draggeu romthecarand shot; that he was 
murdered in the arms of his companions by 
about one hundred men who were armed; that 
Apprentice Fred Talbot was assailed and 
dangerously cut several times in the back, 
two of the wounds penetrating his lung; that 
Coalheaver Wherson was robbed = and 
dangerously cut several timesin the back, 
this assault being made by about twenty-tive 
men; that Coalheaver Turnbull received 
eighteen wounds in the back, two of which 
penetrated his lungs and that he is in a critical 
state; that Petty Ofticer Hamilton was 
wounded several timesin the back and other 
parts of the body ; that Coal- 
heaver Panter and Landsman Davidson 
were dangerously injured by assaults with clubs, 
stones aiid Knives, and that many other men 
were seriously injured by assaults; that thirty- 
five seamen were arrested by the public au- 
thorities and detained; that the surgeons on 
the Baltimore are unanimously of the opinion 
that some of the wounds were intlicted by 
bayonets, thus showing clearly the participa- 
tion of the police; that the American sailors 
were without arms and defenseiess; that they 
were sober and innocent of any misbehavior ; 
that two of the serious wounded are still in 
the hospitai; that in several instances sailors 
of the Chilean fleet rendered ass.stance to our 
saiiors and that in some instances police offi- 
cers protected them.’’

AFTER THE LOTTERY MEN. 


Mfficers with Warrants on Their Way to 
New Orleans. 


Sioux Fats, S. D., October 23.—At noon 
today the grand jury returned eighteen indict- 
ments against the officers and directors of the 
Louisiana lottery. The evidence was all laid 
before the jury in the form of affidavits and 
kept with the utmost secrecy. The department 
at Washington brought the charges before this 
court for the reason that their effort in. other 
states before the United States grand juries 
had been frustraied. The United States 
marshal and his deputies leave this 
evening for New Orleans to arrest the presi- 
dent, vice president, secretary, treasurer and 
directors of the lottery company. 

The grand jury reported at 2 o'clock eleven 
separate indictments, each giving eighteen 
counts against the officers of the Louisiana 
lottery. Among the lists are General Beaure- 
gard, Paul Conrad, president, and Joseph P. 
Horner, secretary. The indictments are for 
the transtwnission of the lottery’s advertise- 
ments through the mails, which is a violation 
of the lottery law passed last winter by 
congress. 


HER AIM WAS GOOD. 


Mr. Scales Will Not Bother Mrs. Johnson's 
Bedroom Any More. 

MURFREESBORO, Tenn., October 23.— [(Spe- 
cial.]—A sensational shooting, under mysteri- 
ous circumstances, occurred here last night, 
the victin being Sam Scales, a weill-kuown 
bartender, wlio was shot by Mrs. John John- 
son, the wite of a prominentcitizen. It seems 
that Scales, while presumably intoxicated, 
“attempted to break into the bedroom of Mrs, 
Johnson, who, being aroused by the noise, 
quickly procured a revolver and fired upon 
him, inflicting an ugiy wound on his face and 
relieving his mouth of several teeth. At first 
Mr. Scales denied being the intruder, but the 
bioodstains on the ground between his home 
and Mrs. Johnson's and the wound upon his 
face betrayed him, and he was compelled to 
admit his guilt, giving as an excuse that he 
was drunk and did not know what he was do- 
ing. 


KILLED HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


Joseph Lyman Shoots Lum Williams at 
Center, Ala. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 23.—[Special.] 
Near Center today Joseph K. Lyman shot and 
fatally wounded his brother-in-law, Lam Wil 
liams. The latter wentto the former’s saw- 
mill for a fight, but he was drinking and Ly- 
man succeeded in getting him away. Subse- 
quentiy, Williams came back and was march- 
ingou Lyman with his hand behind him, 
when the latter pulied down on him with a 
shotgun. Lyman went to Center to surrender 
himself, but couldn't doit, the sheriff being 
at Cedar Bluff, guarding a ne:ro from a mob, 
which is trying to lynch him fora murder 
committed last July.

The Sheriff of York County Has the Jail 
Surrounded by Soldiers. 

C., October 23 —[Special.]—A 
negro named William Reeves was lodged in 
jail at Yorkville today, charged with commit- 
ting rape upon a white girl near Rock Hill. 
The committing trial justice notified the sheriff 
that there was imminent danger of an attempt 
being made to storin the jail tonight and lynch 
the prisoner. The sheriff of York thereupon 
requested the governor to place the local mili- 
tary at his disposal.

The Last Day’s Proceedings of the

BIDDLE DEFEATED ‘ M’GRATH’S MAN 


After the Retiring President Had Tried to 
Rally His Foliowers to Turn 
Things the Other Way. 


Kansas City, October 23.—A special to 
The Star from Salina, Kan., says: It is cer- 
tain now that the Kansas Farmers’ Alliance 
will become a part of the National Union Com- 
pany, of New York—capital stoek, $20,000,000 
—organized for the purpose of monopolizing 
everything in sight. For six hours yesterday 
afternoon and again this morning the gigantic 
co-operation scheme was before the conven- 
tion. The committee appointed to investigate 
and report upon the scheme reported. yester- 
day afternoon unfavorably. The report was 
not accepted by the convention, bat instead 
the scheme was adopted by an overwhelming 
vote. 


G. W. Sandusky, secretary of the alliance | 


exchange company, which does $5,000,000 
worth of business a year in this state, says it 
will be an easy thing to throw all of his busi- 
ness into the new organization. In addition 
to this the alliance is in a position to control 
absolutely the grain business of the state. The 
plan is to make Sandusky genera! manager of 
all the co-operative stores in the state. Kan- 
sas City will be the dis:ributing point, and 
all goods will be purchased direct from the 
manufacturers. In every county where the 
alliance wili pledge their support to a storea 
manager will be appointed, and the goods sup- 
plied by the National Union Company fora 
Share in the protits. | 

The National Union Company is an out- 
growth of the Ocala convention. The scheme 
was sprung and approved by President Polk. 


.Three months latera meeting of capitalists

PEFFER DID NOT APPEAR

which Senagor Pefferand J. R. Burton were 
to have six joint discussions. Three of the ap- 
pointinents have been tilled, but today Senator 
Peffer refused to meet Burton at Manhattan, 
and went to the fair ground and talked to al- 
liancemen. The excuse he gave was that the 
local committee had billed him for a speech 
and he could not disregardit. Therepublicans 
claim that Burton is too much for Peffer, and 
that the alliance senator was too glad to get 
out of further debates with Burton.

come Associated Press property. 

They Go to Law. 

Revs. Manker aud Sampson then instituted 
civil proceedings against Dr. Carter for $4,500 
damages for defamation of character, which 
suit was to have been tried at the present 
teri of the circuit court. 

In the meantime the last of these investiga- 
tions so embarrassed The Advocate’s owner 
that the paper was seized by the sheriff and 
finally sold to the Methodist book concern. 
Dr. Carter has, however, organized a publish- 
ing company to re-establish the paper, 

Dearden inorning objection was made in 
conference to passing Dr. Manker’s character, 
as he had violated the discipline in going to 
law with a brother church member. A heated 
debate followed, and tinally Drs. Manker and 
Carter and Rev. Sampson agreed to subunit 
their differences to a committee to bea 
pointed by the bishop and abide by their de- 
cision.

REVIEW OF TRADE, 


What Dun & Oo. Say of Business for the 
Past Week. 

New York, October 23.—Dun's weekly review 

of trade says, business failures occurring through- 


qutthe country during the past week number, 


for the United States 207, Canada forty-two; a 
total of 249 aguinst 259 last week. 

When important elections are close at hand, 
Speculation generaliy waits, and business is apt 
to be dull. This year’s speculation in stocks is 
hesitating, but in wheat and cotton the pressure 
of cnormuus supplies causes lower prices, with 
much speculative activity, Meanwh.le, general 
business is remarkably active and increasing in 
volume at the west, improving atthe south, and 
distinctly less dull than it was a week ago at 
eastern cities 

‘ Money Market Easier. 

Collections are improving in nearly all direc- 
tions, as the liberal movement of crops enables 
farmers to settle their accounts, and to make pur- 
chases for the coming season. Money markets 
are no where stringent, at nearly all important 
points being quiteeasy, though with noticeable 
improvement in demand. These signs piainiy 
promise a strong trade for the fall and winter 
unless edisturbances, which cannot now be fore- 
seen, shou a interrupt, and while there isa flurry 
of monetary excitement abroad, it is not likely at 
this season to disturb American trade or finances, 
This country, on account of ics heavy exports, is 
largely acre iitorof other nations, and far leas 
than usual dependent upon them. 

Reports Are Favorable. 

Reports from other cities are on the whole more 
favorable. At New Orleans a better feeling is 
seen with large receipts of cotton and fair of rice 
and sugar,and money in active demand. At 
Savannah trade holds well, cotton receipts reach- 
ing 23,000 bales in one day and at Jacksonville 
trade is steady, with bright prespects. 

Wheat bas falien 3°54 cents, corn is scarce and 
$14 cents higher for spot, and oats 1% cents higher. 
Cotton receipts even surpass those of. the same 
week last year by 53,000 bales aud the price falls 
one-sixteenth with saies of 914,000 bales here, 

The Iron Market Stronger. 


The iron industry looks stronger. Bar plate and 
structural mills are tairiy employed, but prices 
are low. 

Boot and shoe manufacture shows signs of 
more active demand, and siipiments are ciose to 
last year’s. 

The woo! manufacture shows more demand for 
dress, anu the stocks of these are relatively low, 
while or men’s spring goods tie orders of cloth- 
iers are in fair demand, the sudden changes of 
ne fancy in late years having induced extra- 
ordinary caution. But the large auction sale here 
was so satisfactory as to indicate that prices will 
be well maintained, 

The Stock Market. 

The stock market is hesitating, with little 
change for the week, though depressed on Thurs- 
day by sales from Paris and the continent. Paris 
bourse is disturbed by the heavy selling of cop- 
per shares, but the Bank of England does not 
change the rates, though losing this week $1,930,- 
OHO in gold. Here the treasury has put out, in- 
cluding new treasury notes, $1,500,000 more than 
it has taken in during the week. Merchandise 
exports for the past two weeks have exceeded 
those of the corresponding weeks last year, while 
imports fall far below those of a year ago, so that 
the balance of trade in products strongly favors 
continued imports of gold. Foreign exchange 
has declined half a cent during the week, and 
money at New York has been easy and cheap. 


WILL GET A NEW TRIAL. 


John B. Wood May Succeed in Saving His 
Neck, 

CLEVELAND, Ga., Ociober 23,—[Special.]— 
At Dahlonega yesterday, Judge C. J, 
Wellborn granted a new trial in the 
Wood case. At the September term, 1891, 
of Towns super or court, Wood was found 
guilty of murder and the jury reconmended 
him to the mercy of the court, which had the 
effect of requiring the judge to sentence him 
to the penitentiary for lifetime. ‘ 

The dudge very promptly granted a new 
trial.

MR. GLADSTONE’S NEW HOME ROLE BILL 


Earl Spencer and Mr. Morley Aided 
in Shaping It. 


JOHN REDMOND'S CAREER LOOKED UP, 


The McoCarthyites Attempt to Hurt the 
New Leader by Asserting That He 
Wasa Traitor to Parnell. 


Lonpon, October 23.—[{Copyright, 1891, by 
the New York Associated Prese.|—Mr. Glad- 
stoue has revised his home rule bill, matured 
during a long period of cofisideration by him- 
self and discussed in detail by probable col- 
leagues of the next liberal ministry. The 
measure has now assumed sucha definite form 
as to enable Mr. Gladstone at any moment to 
place it before the country. Earl Spencer 
Morley and Sir William Vernon-Harcourt 
have aided him injshaping its politica! features, 
while Lord Herschel especially attended to 
the legal and constitutional form of the 
scheme. Lord Roseberry, though continually 
advised as to the progress of the bill, tacitly 
declined to assist or interfere, till recently, 
when he wasinformed that he must define 
his attitude toward the project of the liberal 
leaders. He then assented to a conference on 
the matter. 

Looking fora Leader. 

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt and Morley 
accordingly visited Lord Roseberry at Ment- 
more this morning and obtained his adhesion 
to the project. Had he refused his assistance 
the services of some other persous must have 
been obtained to lead the party in the house 
of lords. As to what time the scheme in de- 
tail would be divulged depends upon the fate 
and character of the government’s Irish local 
government measures, but the fact that the 
scheme has been perfected, and is expected to 
be announced by Mr. Morley next week, 
would deprive the unionists of their stock ar- 
gument that Gladstone has no- definite idea of 
what the bill would be, and that his colleagues 
throughout the country, relying upen him, 
would take a leap in the dark. 

If dissolution came now, the measure would 
be published with such completeness as would 
leave the conservatives no chance to say that 
the country had been deceived on any im- 
portant point. When the general election 
does come, the issue will be fought on defi- 
nitely declared home rule lines. If the popnu- 
lar vote places the Giadstones in power, the 
course adopted wi!l paralyze the opposition. 
The house of iords will not dare to reject the 
bill on the ground that the vote of the elec- 
torate had not been especially taken thereon. 
Regarding the principies of the new measure, 
enough has been ascertained to ewable one to 
state thatit gives the pro d Irish legisia- 
tion more work than the biil of 1885. It re- 


tains the lower and upper houses of the Irish | 


parliamentand the appointment of the judic- 
iary in the Irish executive, and maintains a 
larger representation of Ireland in the im- 
perial parliament. Complete questions of 
financial relations and control of the police 
are also settled. 

The New Irish Leader. 


Now that John Redmond is the acknowl- 
edged leader of the Parnellites, only the Mc- 
Carthyite partisans decry the party. Impar- 
tial observers of John Redmond’s career con- 
cur in testifying to his ability and modesty of 
character. In these respects he ought not to be 
confounded with his brother, William, who is 
always ready to push tothe front. Parnell se- 
lected John Redmond as one having qualities 
kindred to hisuwn. He is stolid and thought- 
ful, with gravity and reticence of manner, fit- 
ting him for the contidence of party leaders 
and bringing him the contidence of the party. 
He isa good piatform speaker and an able 
parliamentary debater. It is not 
probable, however, that he will 
develop a capacity equal to sustaining the life 
of his factiou against such tremendous odds. 
The present gaine of the McCarthyites is an 
attempt to blight the budding influence of 
Jolin Redmond by branding him as a traitor 
to Parnell. 

Dillion, in his speech at Wexford, aimed to 
unmask Redmond. He said it was notorious 
that Redmond was about to desert Parnell 
just before the latter was stricken down, and 

ad refused to accompany his leader to speak 
at Listowell and Creagh. 


A FAVORABLE - REPORT 


By the Commissioners Who Came Over 
from Great Britain. 

Lonpon, October 23.—There was published 
today an elaborate request of Sir Henry Wood 
and James Dredge, British commissioners, 
who recently returned to this city after visiting 
Chicago and making inquiries in regard to 
steps which Great Britain could and might 
take in making a suitable exhibit at the Co- 
iumbian fair of 1893. The reports consist of 
fifteen printed pages, to which is attached an 
appendix and severai maps. 

Among other things the report recommends 
the erection of a handsome building on the 
site provided for Great Britain, and says that 
it is certain that the juries ins: rusted with the 
task of aking awards wil] be interngtional in 
ail groups; con aining foreign exhibits, The 
report also commends the courtesy of Presi- 
dent Harrison and Secretary Foster and all 
the exposition officers whom the British com- 
missioners met, and who, they say, granted all 
requests made on behalf of Great Britain.

And Repudiates the Interview Attributed 
to Him. 

Dustin, October 23.— Archbishop Walsh re- 
pudiates the interview, which, it was said, was 
held shortly aiter the death of Parnell and in 
which he is quoted as referring to the dead 
leader in terms so disparaging that they 
aroused indienant comments in many quarters 
where sympathy for the dead man was not 
expected. 

Archbishop Walsh denounces the attack 
which was made upon him by The Chicago 
Heraid of Ociober Uth, classing the statements 
made as ‘‘sen<ational calumny.’’

Zach T. Bell and the Praying Miss 
Mashburn 


APPEAR IN LUMPKIN SUPERIOR COURT. 


The Preacher Is Fined $200 and Costs, 
While the Woman Will Have to 
Pay $50 and Costs. 


DautonrGa, Ga., October 23.—[Special.]— 
There was a most impressive and affecting 
scene in the courtroom here yesterday even- 
ing. 

The criminal docket had been nearly all 
sounded, when Judge Wellborn came to the 
case of the state of Georgia versus Z. T. Bell, 
and the state against Kate Mashburn. 

As soon as it was known outside that these 
cases had been called people flocked into the 
courtroom until it was literally packed. 

Brought Into Court. 

The sheriff obedient to orders brought the 
defendants from jail. Every eye was directed 
at the prisoners as they were brought into 
court. They were both visibly affected from 
the first. Bell looked considerably broken up, 
and the woman, Kate Mashburn, was in tears. 

People were wondering what sort of evidence 
would be brought forward to prove that Bell 
bad married in North Carolina, and several 
other questions connected with the case sug- 
gested themselves. 

True, Bell had previously confessed to being 
married, and that the Mashburn woman was 
not his wife, but this was not a solemn ad- 
wnission. 

Bat these questions were soon put at rest. 

It had been thought, previous to the time 
for trial, by many people, that Bell would 
enter his plea of guilty. 

They Called for Mercy. 

When the anticipated pleas were entered, 
Bell in tears, and the woman sobbing like her 
heart would break, no one with a heart not of 
stene could keep from being affected. 

They had sinned, and knew they had to 
suffer for their transgression, and they were 
coming to the dreaded sentence by the short- 
est possible route. 

Colonel W. P. Price arose, and in all sin- 
cerity pleaded for the leniency of the court, 
The colonel seemed struck by the apparently 
serious repentance of the parties. Then the 
previous good record of the Rev. Taylor 
was noticed, and Colonel Price 
thought the demands of the law 
would be amply satisfied by as light a sen- 
tence as his honor could see proper to give, 
and the example would be sufficient; and he 
thought Bell should be given a chance toatone 
for his great error. 

Judge Wellborn Relents. 

It seems that Judge Wellborn had at 
first been inclined to sentence the de- 
fendants to the chaingang _ straight, 
but, after giving the matter serious 
consideration, he passed sentence that Taylor 
Bell should pay a fine of $200 or go to the 
chaingang for twelve months—Katie Wash- 
burn should pay a fine of $50 or work six 
months in the penitentiary. 

Though the woman had admitted her guilt, 
her sad plight—there  bewailing her 
fate—could not but suggest the 
woman whom Christ had passed sentence 
upon *“‘togoand sinno more.’”’ The sympa- 
thy of the people was clearly with the erring 
woman, and their feelings for Bell were the 
same as would have been felt for any other 
person in misery. 

The Prosecution Argues. 

After the enunciation of the sentence, So- 
licitor General Howard Thompson addressed 
the court. He stated that he wasa prosecutor, 
and he did not make it arnie to beg for mercy, 
but he was compelled, through a feeling of 
duty and humanity, to plead forthe mercy of 
the court towards the woman. As for Bell, he 
had nothing to say; he was among relatives, 
bat the woman was among strangers, penni- 
less, and he did not see where any assistance 
for hercould come from. Then, hehad no 
<cioubt, she was here on account of Bell’s own 
biandishments. 

The Sentence Pronounced. 

The judge stated the sentence of the court 
hhad been passed upon her. He thought the 
sentence was light considering the gravity of 
the offense, but he had no donbt Bell was 
the prime mover in the crime. 

He said women were not apt to run after 
men toseduce them. Feeling was wrought to 
such an extent in behalf of Miss Mashburn, 
that Colonel J. W. H. Underwood, of 
Cleveland, arose and said that he was ready 
to help raise money to pay her fine and send 
her back to her people. Such a pathetic scene 
has not been witnessed in this courthouse in 
tnany a year, and a considerable amount was 
contributed by the people. Colonel Under. 
wood says he will raise the $50 and costs. The 
solicitor and Clerk I. C, Head gave their 
costs. 

The offenders are both in jail 
tonight, but the woman will be paid 
out. There is not much sympathy for 
Bell. Whilea preacher may sin as other 
people, the citizens were outraged by his - hyp- 
ocritical evangelistic career here last uminer, 
sharing the hospitality of their homes and in- 
structing tbeir children. 

While the woman’s fine is light, it shows the 
feeling mountain people have for a distressed 
fellow creature and the demands of the law 
are sufliciently met.

Full Particulars of the Shooting of Albert 
Boone, Near Brunswick. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 23.—[Special.]— 
Full particulars of the attempted assassination 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad, twenty miles from Brunswick, last 
Monday night, have been received here. It 
* was a cowardly piece of work, and is con- 
demned by every one who has heard of it. 
The circumstances are these: Albert Boone 
and his brother-in-law, Stephen Manghran, 
were sitting by the firein their house Monday 
night about 10 o’clock, when a call was heard 
inthefront yard for Albert Boone. Albert 
opened the front door, only to hear the report 
of a gun, and to receive a part of its contents 
of birdshot in his arms, breast and side. At the 
sight of this Stephen Manghran grabbed his gun 
and approached the door, and the two recog- 
nized in the moonlight Leonard Sheffield and 
Doc Sheftield. Stephen Manghran leveled his 
gun at the would-be assassins, when a second 
load, which was of buckshot, rang through the 
still air and echoed from the adjoining forests 
asit went bent on having life. The load 
struck the wall not missing Albert Boone’s 
head a quarter of an inch. Stephen Mangh- 
ran failed to use his tirearm and then a scuftle 
ensued between him and Boone for the possés- 
sion of the gun, Boone wanting to return the 
fire. During this ‘time the Sheffield men es- 
caped. Laterin the nighta note was found 
lying on the doorstep which warned Albert 
Booue to flee for his life or he would be shot 
down like adog. The letter also stated that 
the same measures would be applied toanother 
party living in the neighborhood. 

Albert Boone is well known as an honest 
and upright negro man. He often acts as 
servant to Mr. G. W. Wright, Jr., when he 
goes ona hunting expedition, and he doesn’t 
associate himself with the average negro of 
the community. 

It is thought thatthe other party to which 
the warning refers is Mr. Wright, as the Shef- 
fields and other negroes suspect that Boone is 
constantly telling Mr. Wright about their 
actions. It is needless to say that in case any 
mischief shall transpire in the neighborhood 
shortly, the two Shetiields will be made “hard 
to catch.”

The Bars and Side Shows at the Exposi- 
tion to Be Taxed. 


WILL EVERY SEPARATE SHOW BE TAXED, 


Or Can the Exposition Pay One Special Tax 
to Include All Shows and One 
Tax onthe Bars? 


The exposition company is now consider- 


ably stirred up on the question of special. 


state taxes. 

It bas received notice that a special tax 
of $50 will be demanded today on pvery 
show and bar in the grounds. | 

If collected the total tax will amount to 
something like $1,500 to the exposition com- 
pany. 

Mr. Azmon Murphey brought the matter 
about. 

Yesterday Mr. Murphey appeared at the 
office of Tax Collector Stewart and deman- 
ded to know of that official if he had col- 
lected the special state liquor tax of $50 
on each barroom in the exposition grounds. 
In the talk he had with Mr. Stewart the 
question of side-show taxes, which would 
include King Solomon, came up. 

Mr. Murphey went further on the liquor 
question. Mr. Stewart says he told him if he 
did not levy and collect this tax the mat- 
ter would be brought to the aitention of 
the grand jury by the prohibition club. 

The tax collector then sent to the comp- 
troller general for instructions in the mat- 
ter. Comptroller Wright replied in ‘a letter 
to Stewart, stating that he could find 
no law exempting persons carrying on a bus- 
iness taxed by the state merely because said 
business was being conducted in the grounds 
of an exposition company. 

This placed the tax collector in a position 
where he will be forced to collect a tax 
from every separate barroom and show in 
the exposition grounds, and he stated yes- 
terday that he would call on each of them 
for the tax today. 

The showmen, when informed of it, said 
they had paid the exposition company for 
the privilege of doing business on the 
grounds, and that if anybody was liable it 
was the exposition company. 

The exposition people acknowledge this, 
but they were as mad as hornets about it 
last night. 

President Wylie said that no such taxes 
had ever been levied before. ‘Of. course,”’ 
said he, “if any taxes are levied the ex- 
position company is liable and not the 
showmen and people to whom we have 
granted the privilege of doing business on 
the grounds. But we will not pay a 
special tax on every separate show. It is 
all one show, and we would be willing to 
pay the special tax on it as one show. As 
to the liquor license we have already paid 
$190 for that. If an attempt is made to 
collect a special tax on every show in the 
grounds we will simply refuse to pay it. 
We will give bond and carry the matter 
to the courts.”’ 

A prominent director of the exposition 
company said last night that it was an 
outrage for citizens of Atlanta to make 
such attacks upon the exposition. No such 
taxes had ever been levied before; no other 
city in the state ever conceived such an 
idea. The exposition, said he, was gotten 
up for advertising Atlanta, and it seemed 
that some Atlanta people were making at- 
tempts to destroy it.

He was received with hearty southern 
hospitality, and his new friends were as- 
tounded when Tite Mail and Express ar- 
rived, with an Atlanta special in which 
it was stated that at the unveiling of the 
statue there would be a rebel celebration. 
Said the correspondent: 

Rebel yells will greet Hill. Rebel bunting will 
greet him. The nasty, whipped ensign of treason 
will flaunt through the pure American air, where 
it ought not to be allowed to live for one moment. 
Jt ought forever to be buricd in Lee’s grave at 
Richmond; it ought to be dragged down to hades 


by the shade of Jeff Davis. This is a pretty big 
country, but not big enough for two flags. 


Young Shriver’s Atlanta entertainers 
called his attention to this maniacal fab- 
rication, and when he promptly declared 
that it had been manufactured in the 
office of The Mail and Express, without 
any assistance from him, his explanation 
was accepted. But there was more to 
follow. The day of the unveiling ar- 
rived, and The Mail and Express had an- 
other Atlanta special. This time it said 
that the day was made the occasion for 
flaunting confederate flags and pictures of 
Jeff Davis, and insulting the union flag. 
It was said that the confederate veterans 
wore rebel uniforms and carried rebel 
flags. The cremonies and the conduct of 
our people were denounced, ridiculed and 
belittled. 

Now, nobody here cares anything about 
Shriver’s part in the affair. He obeyed 
orders. He is naturally a genial, good- 
hearted youngster, but he has been 
trained in a bad school of journalism—a 
school in which the idea prevails that in- 
genious lying is all right, when it is or- 
dered and paid for, the moral responsi- 
bility for the work resting entirely upon 
the boss. Shriver liked his Atlanta 
friends well enough, and doubtless sym- 
pathized with them, but he was under 
contract to furnish what Shepard wanted, 
and if the facts did not fit the case, 
why then, so much the worse for the 
facts! 

The Mail and Express correspondent 
saw a procession over a mile long carry- 
ing the union colors in each division. 
All over the city the stars and stripes 
flaunted everywhere. Not a confederate 
flag was visible, except the one borne by the 
veteran association, although it would have 
been all right if there had been. From 
the seventh floor of Tuer CoNsTITUTION 
building one could look down upon a 
mighty undulating sea of union flags. 
Even the Grady medallions sold on the 
streets and worn by thousands bore a 
miniature representation of the national 
flag, and storehouses and residences were 
decorated in, the colors of the flag, 

All this Shriver saw, and he saw and 
heard still more. General Slocum, who 
fought with Sherman, expressed his de- 
light at the evidences of patriotism ex- 
hibited on every side. The other north- 
ern visitors bore similar testimony. Still, 
the dirty, damnable work of Shepard’s 
paper had to be done, and Shriver was 
faithful to his boss. The lie was man- 
ufactured out of the whole cloth, and 
published in The Mail and Express. 

Here we have a notable instance of 
the American love of fairness and just- 
ice. No sooner did The Mail and Ex- 
press reach the public than a chorus of 
indignation and ridicule greeted it through- 
out the entire north. Not a republican 
newspaper of any standing allowed it to 
pass without denouncing it. The Ameri- 
can press with one voice proclaimed the 
lie and damned the liar! 

It is all right. Shepard is getting the 
just judgment he deserved at the hands 
of his own people. But we pity Shriver. 
The young man is capable of better 
things, and the sooner he finds an honest 
munsieg, the better.

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been overworked in this line. He was 
sent in advance of Harrison’s tour through 
the south, and was forced to write it up 
as a series of continuous rebel insults to 
the president. He had to make it appear 
that Harrison's life was in danger. Of 
course, The Mail and Express was ridi- 
culed everywhere. All the testimony made 
it plain that Harrison was received with 
the same cordiality that had been ex- 
tended to Cleveland. 

Then Shriver was sent three days ahead 
to write up the unveiling of the Lee 
monument at Richmond. He is always 
sent a few days ahead when there is 4 
southern event to be misrepresented, Rich- 
mond was placarded with posters telling 
the people to look out for The Mail and 
Express, ag it would contain a full ac- 
count of the unveiling of the monument 
to ‘‘Benedict Arnold Lee,’’ Another fail- 
ure. Even the republicans north hissed 
and laughed. 

Instead of profiting by the ridicule and 
denunciation heaped upon him, north and 
south, it seems that Shepard was deter- 
mined to strike one more blow. With 
startling effrontery he describes our cere- 
monies Jast Wednesday as an attempt to 
desecrate the memory of that patriot, 
Henry W. Grady. Yet he gave Grady 
no encouragement while he ifved, and 
combated his mission of peace when he 
spoke at the New England banquet, and 
later in Boston. When the orator died, 
“literally loving the country into peace,”’ 
Shepard insultingly offered to subscribe 
$500 for his monument, provided he re- 
ceived permission to prepare an_ inscrip- 
tion that would brand the south as a 
section of traitors. 

Enough of this! We have followed 
Shepard and poor Shriver through the 
Harrison and Lee episales in order to 
throw the proper light upon their last 
and meanest piece of work. The fact 
that it is laughed at and denounced from 
one end of the continent to the other 
need not be stated. That is already ap- 


parent, but it is no reason why the most 


malignant crank of our time should es- 
cape condemnation here. Despite our con- 
tempt for the man, and notwithstanding 
the mirth he sometimes excites, we shud- 
der to think of the evil he might have 
wrought if the Almighty had endowed 
him with a well-balanced mind. With 
his daring hypocrisy, and his persistent 
flaunting of scriptural texts at the mast- 
head of his paper, might have 
fluenced misled hosts of people. 
Fortunately his mingled prayers and lies, 
invocations and blasphemies, and gener- 
ally idiotic deliverances, spiced though 
they are with the violence of Bedlam, 
have long since made his true character 
known.

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Large Cotton Receipts. 

We print in another column a very inter- 
esting circular issued by Messrs. Hubbard, 
Price & Co., in regard to the phenomenal 
receipts of cotton from the southern planta- 
tions. The circular shows that this unpre- 
cedented movement of cotton from the plan- 
tations to market has discounted and dis- 
credited all the statements that have been 
made, no matter how authoritative, in rela- 
tion to a decreased yield. 

The facts that the circular sets forth oucht 
to be of surpassing interest to the farmers, 
and yet itis to- be feared that the advice 
which it contains comes to late to have any 
effect on the intentions of the farmers, 
The great rush of cotton to market thise 
early in the season has created an impres- 
sion on the part of buyers that the crop is 
even larger than that of last year, and that 
the producers are hurrying it forward to 
realize the best prices. Yet there is no rea- 
son to believe that the reports of a decreased 
yield have been at a)l exaggerated. 

It is exceedingly difficult to give the 
farmers salutary advice with respect to the 
management of thie cotton crop after it is 
gathered, Last year they held it back, and 
the result was lower prices. This year they 
rush it to market, and the result is still 
lower prices, in spite of the fact that the un- 
favorable reports have been abundantly 
verified, and in spite, also, of the fact that 
there is a falling off of 20 and 15 per cent 
respectively in the yield of the Indian and 
Egyptian crops. 

Of nearly four thousand estimates of the 
new crop received by Hubbard, Price & Co., 
the average is 7,500,000 bales. If this aver- 
age estimate is correct, cotton ought to be 
bringing higher prices. Asto the remedy, 
cotton is a risky thing to hold on the planta- 
tion, and a costly thing to store and insure. 
Now, as always, the farmers are doing the 
best they can. . 
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Why Increase the Rates? 

We print elsewhere a communication 
touching on the increase of fare to the expo- 
sition grounds by the Consolidated S:reet 
Railroad Company. The rate, which was 
formerly 5 cents, has been increased to 10, 
and we think the protest of our correspond- 
ent isa timely one. We can see no justice 
init. Taking a broad view of the matter, 
we can perceive only a temporary gain for 
the company which, if it were a thousand- 
fold what it will be, would not be an ade- 
quate return for the loss of the confidence 
and sympathy of the public.

The bill passed by the legislature providing 
a method for the distribution of the direct tax 
money recently received from the government 
is giving Governor Northen some trouble.

There 
are some twelve thousand of these names, be- 
sides the amounts each paid, and the publica- 
tion of such would involve a very heavy ex- 
pense. The bill made no provision for paying 
for the publication. It would cost $1,000 or more, 
The governor cannot see his way clear as to 
how he shall pay for it, and the chances are he 
will simply have to decline to carry out the 
provisions of the act, unless the law can be con- 
strued to mean that the sum needed for the 
publication shall be deducted from the total 
amount of thé tax refunded by the government.

The practical man who 
can deal with facts and figures, whocan measure 
arms with the strongest in the trying emergencies 
of commercial affairs, who can show up the 
executive qualities of leadership imedar-reaching 
financial enterprises,is the typical man of the 
hour. 

The planter who demonstrates that agriculture 
can pay even under its present adverse surround- 
ings, the merchant and 1nanufacturer who wisely 
read the laws of trade and _— skill- 
fully adapts his means to the end, 
the railroad manager and constructor whvo 
grasps with the glance of his eve the strategic 
points of half a continent as though it were only a 
chess-board on his parlor table; these men 
whose minds take hold on minute details and ex- 
pand to encompass vast projects—minds that, like 
an elephant’s trunk, can pick vepa pin or knock 
down a man with equal facility—these are the 
men whom our age holds in honor and esteem as 
they have never been held before.

“These temporal benefits can not crush 
out man’s higher aesthetic and _ religious 
nature, but rightly used they can cultivate it into 
the highest state of pertection. The private 
mansion, the storehouse, the factory chimney 
raise their buge proportions to view, but side by 
side with them and abeve them all, the churches 
of God lift their tull spires toward lLeaven, and 
with the sweet music of their Sabbath bells, speak 
to the soul of its immortali:y andits home beyond 
the stars. 

“None of us liveth to himself,” said the great 
apostie when reasoning on the imysteries of the 
spiritual life. But that same law rules also in the 
material world. No man could possibly supply 
for himself the comforts and advantages of civil- 
ized life. In focd, in clothing, in shelter, in every- 
thing and at every turn each of us is compelled to 
accept the results of other men’s labors and con- 
fess that we: cannot liveunto ourselvés.

along through letters, pictures, posters and news- 
paper advertisements until he reached the present 
pertect specimens as found in the members of the 
Southern Travelers’ Association, and when you 
get that five-thousand-mile ticket at the two-cent 
rate, as you must have it, — will push your con- 
quests igto all the regions beyond. 

Fejlow citizens, if there is one deep but simple 
truth in political economy, which today should be 
instilled into the minds and hearts of all Ameri- 
cans, it is that the three great departments of ag- 
riculture, manufactures and commerce are de- 
pendent the one upon the other. ‘There can be no 
earn prosperity to one that does not likewise 
less the other two. Thearchitects of our glorious 
republic should build up evenly and symmetrically 
these three pillars of every great state ani nation. 
It is useless to deny that almost from the begin- 
ning of our national history the farmer has been 
made to bear more than his just share of the bur- 
dens of national taxation in order to help and aid 
and foster the manufacturer and trader. At first 
his shouiders were broad enough for the burden, 
but latterly the burden has grown until 
no one but an Atlas could help from staggering 
under its crushing weight. 

Let us return to justice and fair dealing. Let 
us, in the broad spirit of our own Grady, whose 
memory is fresh with us today, bury all sectional 
animosity ana strike down all sectional features 
of national taxation. Let us subordinate class 
interest to the general good, knowing that therein 
lies the highest good of every class. Let us cease 
to be partisans and learn to be patriots, vieing 
with one another in the cultivation and practice o 
that chiefest of public virtues until we can ex- 
Claim with a feeling of sublime consecration : 

Though I speak with the tongue of eloquence 
and have not patriotism, Iam become as sounding 
brass anda clanging cymbal. And though I have 
the gift of statecraft and understand all mysteries 
and all knowledge, and though I have lofty ambi- 
tion, so that I could scale mountains, and have not 
love of country, lam nothing. And though I be- 
stow my substance to help the poor, and though I 
give my body and brain to the public service, and 
have not patriotism, it profiteth me noth- 
ing. Patriotism suffered long, and is kind, 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, rejorceth not 
in corruption, but rejoiceth in honesty, beareth 
all things, hopeth all things, endureth all things 
for country’s sake. Patriotism never faileth. 

Awarding the Prizes.

THE WATER FAMINE. 


The Utmost Economy Required in the Use 
of Water. 

The fire yesterday morning demonstrated 
anew the scarcity of water in Atlanta. 

The fire department found that the pressure 
was so low that it was with great difficulty 
enough was got to quench the flames. 

“What is the matter?” a reporter asked 
Superintendent Richards. 

“The matteris simply that the supply of 
water in Atlantais not equal tothe demand. 
In response to my request that citizens 
of Atlanta practice the utmost economy in 
using water during the. dry _ spell, 
they have stopped all waste, and really bave 
reduced the consumption toa minimum. The 
use of water at the Piedmont exposition is not 
inconsiderable, some 200 gallons a minute 
being consumed. The normal pressure is 
about forty pounds, which is now reduced to 
twenty pounds pressure. There is no remody 
I know of till the new waterworks are com- 
pleted. The stress will not be so great when 
the dry spellends. Inthe meantime we are 
doing all we can to keep up the supply.”’

You will 
find here any number of vessels carrying lum- 
ber and naval stores to export. 

“We will give you a number of miles of road 
that is already graded and needs only a littie 
surfacing up, running from the Altamaha river 
to Brunswick, and knowa as the old Altamaha 
road.”’

A QUARREL OVER ‘A BOOK. 


A Sectional History in Use in the State 
University. 


ATHENS, Ga., October 23,—[Special.]—Quite 
@ sensation has developed here during the 
week, which has excited discussion on all 
sides. 

It grew out of an attack made editorially by 
The Banner on Johnston's History of the 
United Siates, a text book used by the junior 
class in the university, which contains some 
Statements and spiteful phrases particularly 
disagreeable to southern vouth, taught, as it 
has been, to honor and _ revere the 
memory of the departed confederate heroes. 

Professor McPherson, formerly of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, who now holds the chair 
of history and political economy here, intro- 
duced the work on account of the many 
recommendations which it has received, and 
especially on account of its brevity,their being 
but three months in which to complete its 
study. 

Professor McPherson is a southern gentle- 
man, being a native of Maryland, and 
is in thorough sympathy with 


the confederate cause. 

Butitis the book which The Banner at- 
tacks. Against Professor McPherson not one 
word of criticiam isuttered. In the beginning 
of the editorial Phe Banner says: 

If there is one principle to whch we cling more 
tenaciously than all others, it is that which would 
cause the youth of our great and glorious south- 
land to be taught that the cause for which their 
fathers fought and died was as greatand sacred 
as ever called the valiant to the fleld of death. 

To the end of currying out our princi- 
ples alon this line, we have advo- 
cated and urged the use of textbooks in 
our southern schools and colieges that teach that 
which: we, as southerners, would bave the rising 
generation believe; that tell them not th:t their 
fathers were traitors, and that the conflict be- 
tween the states was rebe'lion, but that tell them 
that their f.thers were brave and loyal and true 
men, who fought in defense of their rights and 
their liberties. 

Continuing, The Banner cites several quota- 
tions from the history which savor of sectional 
hate and bitter partisan spirit, commenting on 
each as it deserves. 

The editorial excited much comment during 

the day of its publication, and many prased 
the frankness and fearlessness of Editor Craw- 
ford, while very few have appeared who differ 
with him. 
_ And then came a reply to The Banner’s ed- 
itorial. A member of the junior class, through 
the columns of The Ledger, denounces all ai- 
tacks upon the history, and defends Professor 
McPherson's course in introducing it. Among 
other things, be says: 

It is true that there are, from a southern stand- 
potas, several objectionable paragraphs in this 

ook, | ut the junior editor of The Kanner forgets 
the fact that good professors do pot teach text 
books, but subjects. Dr. McPherson has only 
three months mwhich to go over the ground 
Inapped out, and Johnson's History has been 
selected because of its condensed nature and 
logical arrangements. Anything contained in 
the book that is not true, is met by Dr. McPherson 
ip bis lectures, for, besides being a broad-minded 


| man. he isa southern gentleman, and closely re- 
lated to one of the most distinguished generals in 


the confederate army. 

He will take care that the southis not misrep- 
resented, and that the young men of this state are 
not taught “that their fathers were traitors, and 
that the conflict between the states was re- 
bellion.”’

The receipts of cotton from the plantations last 
week, together with the takings for southern con- 
sumption, reached the enormous total of 500,000 
bales, and the movement thus far this week proim- 
ises to equal, if not exceed, these figures. So 
overwhelming are these receipts, calling as they 
4do for nearly four millions: of dollars, that the 
trade views the situation with a feeling akin to 
demoralization, asking in astonishment what can 
be the significance of such a movement of a crop 
that is generaliy believed te bea million of bales 
less than the crop of 1890-91. To secure the neces- 
sary money to pay for such phenomenal receipts, 
hoiders have been compelled to force their cotton 
upon the markets, and prices have given way 
nearly a cent a pound, with no immediate signs of 
recovery unless the movement slackens. [By rush- 
ing their cotton to market in thisjmanner planters 
have not only sueceeded in breaking down 
values, but have created the impres- 
sion among buyers that the reports 
of decreased yield have been grossly exaccerated, 
and that the final outcome of the crop will exceed 
current estimates. Spinners ask plainly, if the 
reports were true, why should the planters be so 
anxious to dispose of their cotton? Would they 
not hold at least a portion of the crop to secure 
the higher prices which will probably result from 
a decreased vield? And receiving no satisfactory 
reply to these questions, act upon the situation as 
though the only answer could be, the crop 18 turn- 
ing out better than anticipated. Such, however, 
is not the case, for, with the exception of a slight 
improvement before noted in Texas, the reports 
coming to hand continue to reiterate the state- 
ments of decreased yield, while the recent cool 
weather, causing frosts more or less killing 
throughout the cotton belt, must have the effect of 
further curtailing the yield. The hot, forcing 
weather of September, according to all the ac- 
counts received from the south, caused all the 

bolls to open at once, and, with unusually clear 
weatlier, the crop has been gathered, ginned and 
rushed to the nearest town forsale. L oa season, 
with the largest Crop ever raised, planters held 
back cotton. This year, with only an average 
crop (unless all reports are untrue), they seem dis- 
posed to sell all their crop in sixty or ninety days. 

The immediate effect has been to force the val- 
ues of the higher grades below those current at 
the lowest point of last season. Whether the re- 
mainder of the crop will be marketed above or be- 
Jow the lowest touched since 1848 is a question for 
the futureg but the trade now believe no substan- 
tial advance will oceur until the markets are re- 
lieved from the present severe pressure of cotton. 

The decrease in the India crop (said to be nearly 
20 per ceut), the damage to |the Egyptian crop of 
10 to 15 per cent, the improvement in Manchester 
and the effect of the recent frosts, are all lost 
sight of and forgotten under the pressure of cot- 
ton forced for sale ina manner unprecedented in 
the history of the trade. 

The preliminary average of some 3,955 crop 
guesses received by us in response toour crop cir- 
cular is 7,544,221 bales. This is subject to correc- 
tion, as the clerical work in connection with it is 
enormous.

SCHOOL MATTERS. 


Gossip Which Will Interest the Teachers 


and Pupils, 


The Nicht School Not successful—It May 
Be Turned Into a Day School—-New 
Scholars Still Coming In. 


Major Slaton, superintendent of the public 
schools, says that applicants for places in the 
schoois continue to come in. 

Yesterday afternoon there were hait a 
dozen children from out of town who wanted 
tickets. 

To all applicants Superintendent Slaton 
makes the sare statement: ‘‘We are full.” 

A movement is on foot to turn the night 
schoo! into a day school. The experiment of 
running the night school has not proved en- 
tirely successful. Instead of increasing, the 
attendance is diminishing. 

This falling off in attendance is attributed to 
a disinclination among children to go toschool 
at night. Most ofthe scholars in the night 
schooi are boys who have to work all day, and 
when night comes are too tired to study. 

Mr. Beverly W. Green, one of the assistant 
superintendents of the public schools in 
Philadelphia, visited a number of the white 
and colored schools of Atlanta yesterday. He 
Was very much interested in what he saw and 
heard. In speaking of his visits to the 
schools he said to a reporter of THE CONSTITU- 
TION: 

‘‘I had heard a good dea) about the excellent 
public school system in Atlanta, and, while 
sojourning here a few days, I determined to 
investigate them. Without revealing my 
identity or making known my mission, I cas- 
ually visited the various schools. Such infor- 
mation as [ sought was cheerfully and intelli- 
gently given me by the teachers. I spent sev- 
eral hours in the white schools and as long in 
the colored schools. It was a revelation to me. 
I had never before seen a distinctively colored 
schooi and was a little curious to observe how 
the young darkies studied and demeaned them- 
selves. I wasimpressed with their good be- 
havior. The discipline that obtains in the 
schools I visited is all that coula be desired. 
And the matter of recitations—why, some of 
the negro boys and girls showed what I 
regard as remarkable aptitude and clever- 
ness. The colored teachers seemed well 

up in their work. So far as I 
was enabled to judge, the equipment of the 
negro schools is equal to those of the white 
schools. I have been an educator fo: a num- 
ber of years and am familiar with the pubtic 
schoo! systems in various cities. I am disposed 
to give the system in vogue in Atlanta unquali- 
fied praise. I hear that the colored ¢elleges 
in and near Atlanta are superior toany other 
colored institutions of iearning in the state, 
and Ishall visit them next. I have not yet 
had the pleasure of meeting Superintendent 
Slaton, but Iam told heisan unexceptiona- 
bie officer.’’

He says he has 
never in ail his experience seen the 
school machinery working so efficiently and 
smoothly.
